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STOCKS OF DRY BEANS, JANUARY 1, 1953 


Stocks af dry beans in commercial storages on January 1, 1953 amounted to 
10,101,900 bags (cleaned basis), according to the Bureau ef Agricultural Economics, 
This is about one-fifth less than the 12,774,000 bags in commercisl storage a year 
aoe All of the major classes show reductions in stocks excent Standard Lima's of 
which about 1,116,000 bags in commercial storage camoare with 858,000 bags on 
January 1, 1952, Pintos in commercial storege are down sharvly, 1,438,000 bags on 
January 1, 1953 commared with 2,357,000 bags a year ago, Stocks of dry beans still 
stored on farms on January 1 amounted to 1,879,000 bags (100 vounds uncleaned 
basis), about the same as the 1,544,000 bags on farms a year ago, As usual most 
of the farm stocks are Pea and Red Kidney beans stored in Michigan and New York. 


The commercial stocks cover 211 dry beans in cammercial storage (including seed 
beans) in or near vroducing areas and stocks owned by Commodity Credit Corvoration 


in these areas, Stocks of dry beans in direct consumption channels are not inclu 
ded,
